by Supreme Court Justice Waszer- 
vogel, was placed 
in 
effect 
by 
deputies to Sheriff Nagle, of Ne 
York 
county. 
The 
funds, 
the 
exact amount of which wa* not 
disclosed, are held by the* Nation­ 
al City Bank, the Guaranty Trust 
company, 
th** 
Equitable 
Trust 
company and Hollsen 
and 
com­ 
pany. 
Tillman claimed that on 
May 
3, 1919. he entered into an agree­ 
ment with Stinnes which neces­ 
sitated the transfer to a Swedish 
corporation controlled by Stinnes. 
of certain agencies for developing 
trade with the

State*. 
These ageec es were owned 
by 
Tillman, he stated, and he 
was 
to become, under the agreement, 
managing directer of the princi­ 
pal office at Stockholm. 
Stinnes.

might undertake to secure a loan

Instead of furnishing this col­ 
lateral! the statement continued 
Stinnes concerted some “ fanciful 
financial schemes as

afflictions.

entertained by American banks. 
One scheme, Tillman 
averred, 
was that he 
was

The two miners were digging 
coal near this entry. 
The detonating noise m ade by 
the explosion, which the official* 
said resulted when the gas pocket 
was ignited by

heard thruout the mine, and ail 
but 12 of the 350 men rushed to 
the shaft and ascended the mint 
mouth before any ot the escaping 
gas could overtake them.
